We have trained and tested an automatic classifier on extractive-forest areas 
in Northern -Minnesota. Training weights obtained over the Pineville, Minn- 
esota area were used in a test area at- Virginia about 20 miles west of the 
training area. 

The digital data was extracted from image 1057-16311, a September 18, 1972 
coverage. With six classes, a classification accuracy of 86. 5 to 89% was 
obtained. This image contained banding in MSS-4 and MSS- 6. Channel 2 
in MSS-4 and' Channel 5 in MSS-6 produced, data lower than their remaining 
five channels. To compensate for this, separate training weights were 
•obtained for channel 2, channel 5 and channels 1, 3, 4 and 6. 

Atypical confusion matrix for the Pineville area is shown .below. 
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
